Postal .Matters. 
W ashington, November 12th.—Second 
Assistant Postmaster-General Knott iias 
submitted to the Postmaster-General his 
report of tin; operations of his bureau dur­ 
ing the past ¡¡seal year. It appears that 
the cost of mail transportation for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 1S85, was for 12,371 
star rout -q aggregating 232.222 thiles in 
length, $3,454,04-1; for mail messenger 
service, snpt dying 5,335 otiices, $876,218; 
for 116 stcamh->at routes, aggregating 11,997 
miles in length, $563.002; for 1,621 rail­ 
road routes, aggregating 121,032 miles in 
length, as adjusted to September 30, 1885, 
$14 753,495; for railroad |e sroiKce car ser­ 
vice, $1,869,483—makin» a total flf $23,185,- 
OOti. As compared with the cost for the 
year ended June 30, 1884, there is shown to 
tie an increase for star service of 642 routes, 
5.443 miles in length ami ..324.¡03 in cost; 
for the mail messenger service, art increase 
of 40 offices and of $15,904 in the annual 
cast; for steamboat service, a decrease of 
one route of 3,094 miles in length, and 
$33.571 in annual cost; for railroad service, 
and increase of 48 routes ot' 3, 72 miles irt 
length, and of $1,615,3.30 in annual cost. 
The sum estimated as necessary tor the 
star service tor the next iifecal year is 
$5,850,009, slightly less than the appropria­ 
tion for tlie current year. 
G eneral R atlin D efends His aiilitary 
Record. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 12th.—General 
Ruum has written the following letter to 
tlie Second Comptroller, who recently dis­ 
allowed an item of $290 m tlie General’s 
accounts: 
I see it stated in a morning paper that vou 
have rendered a decision to the effect that I'uni 
held indebted to the United States for an 
amount alleged to have been overpaid mo as 
Brigadier-General of the United States Volun­ 
teers, and that the decision is basts I upon (lie 
supposition that 1 was absent from my eoar- 
mand without leave during a portion or all of 
the month of March, 1865. i beg to say that at 
the time I was granted the leave of absence I 
was performing service as commander of tlie 
Second Brigade, Third Division, under General 
Sherman. When I came north 1 reported to 
Hon. 1C. M. Stanton, Secretary of War, for 
orders, so as to he able to return to said 
Command w¡Win the time limited by my leave 
of absence, as General Sherman was t hen" on his 
Soutli Carolina campaign. The Secretary of 
War directed that I wait at my home for orders, 
and that he would promptly give me a new 
assignment as Brigadier-General. This new in­ 
struction was a verbal one. but was acted upon 
by me in perfect confidence as to its validity. As 
soon as I received orders I re|>oried to General 
Hancock at Winchester, Va., and was immedi­ 
ately assigned a command. It never entered 
my mind that I was in the least derelict in duty, 
or absented myself from the service without au­ 
thority. I fee! a great pride in the honorable 
record of service mode oy me during the war. 
and I am unwilling to lie under an imputation 
of misconduct. 1 respectfully request a reot>eu- 
iug of your decision. 
M issing C hinam en. 
W ashington, November 12th.—The Col­ 
lector oi Customs at San Francisco informs 
tlie Treasury Department that a number of 
Chinese laborers who landed at New York 
in June last in transit to San Francisco, 
where they were to take the steamer for 
China, have not been heard from since 
their arrival in New Y'ork, and the sup­ 
position is that they are concealed in this 
country, and have no intention of leaving. 
It is said at the Navy Department that 
there are no available means which can 
be used to trace them.

W ashington, November 12th. — The

Central A m erican T ripartite C onvention. 
N ew Y'o r k, November 12th .—T h e h' rid , 
says: Although sbe Tripartite Convention j 
between San Salvador, Guatemala .and , 
Honduras was signed over a month ago, a 
copy has not been in possession of the Con­ 
sul of either republics here until yesterday, 1 
when a prominent Salvadorian General just 
arrived gave 1 hern the contenta.

Disastrous Railroad Accident. 
P ittsburg, November 12th.—A frightful 
wreck occurred at the Blue Stone quarry 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Railway at 7 
o’clock this morning. 
Train No. 12, 
through express from Baltimore to Pitts­ 
burg, consisting of a sleeper, two coaches, 
t w<i baggage and one express ear, ran into 
a misplaced switch and was Completely 
wrecked. The sleeper roiled over the em­ 
bankment into the Youghiogbeny river. 
The oi her ears were upset and the whole 
train detached.from tlie engine. Sixteen 
persons were injured, hut none were killed 
outright, 'filenam es of the injured are:

Tlie other nine-tenths, on 
whose account more than $10,000 is paid 
quarterly to the Treasurer of the Home, 
are permitted, as the law requires, to draw 
small sums from time to time,while a larger 
proportion remains undrawn so long as they 
continue to be inmates of the Home. This 
tund, the report says, becomes a good 
basis for credit at grog shops, and is a con­ 
stant temptation to those who are easily 
influenced, and in many instances no doubt 
the possession of the money, which must 
be given up to the pensioner when he is 
discharged, becomes his sole object in leav­ 
ing the Home. In a few days the money 
is squandered, and the Commissioners are 
asked to admit the destitute old soldier 
to the benefits of the Home. There are

A GRACEFUL ACT. 


The Central Pacific Pail road Company 
lfis done a very graceful thing in the mat­ 
ter of the town site of the town of Forest 
Mill, Placer county. 
The section upon 
Yfliieh the town stands was returned as 
ron-mineral, and thus the company came 
¡rito its title of the tract as railroad land. 
Jn the town proper there are 350 subdivis­ 
ions, varying from a lot ‘25 feet in width to 
plats of a half, a whole acre, and up to six 
and seven acres of land. 
Upon many of 
these there are houses, some of them pre­ 
tentious structures and of no inconsider­ 
able value to the possessors. 
The lands in 
the town site were held under possessory 
title hy transfer from original possessors. 
The company might have preferred its 
claim to all these properties, and there 
could have been no successful dispute of it. 
Indeed, the time for contesting it has gone 
hy. 
It might have said to the people of 
l'orest ilill that, for a small consideration 
in each ease, it would pass its title to 
them. 
There hail been no town site laid 
under the Federal laws, and there would 
have been nothing else for the possessors 
to do but to buy of the railroad companv 
at its own figures. 
Even a nominal con­ 
sideration with transfers from the com­ 
pany to each individual would have en­ 
tailed 
no 
inconsiderable expense—the 
mere item of notarial fees, 
where the 
three Trustees of the company would have 
to acknowledge the instruments, would 
have amounted to a large sum in the 
aggregate, and have compelled the people 
to take much trouble to prove up at San 
Francisco their individual rights of j>os- 
session. 
Hut the company did not desire 
to pri-s its rights or to occasion the people 
any annoyance. 
11 did not desire to put 
them to any exjiense in the matter, much 
less to dispossess them from their holdings, 
it resolved to give the 350 subdivisions 
absolutely to the holders, or those entitled 
to hold. 
It has, therefore, created a trust 
in F. I>. Adams, a well-known citizen of 
l’laeer county, in whom the jieople have 
confidence, and is 
about to 
make the 
transfer of all the lots of land to him in 
trust for the people that he may deed to 
them, and thus secure to each an undis­ 
puted title without any moneyed or valu­ 
able consideration passing to it. 
The trust 
in Mr. Adams is so limited and hedged 
about by careful provisions, that he cannot 
do anything hut make the economic trans­ 
fers by grant, according to the plain in­ 
tent and meaning of the gift. 
Where 
there is any dispute whatever, » . 
he 
right of possession of any trai t, the [ ■ ics 
will have to go into Court and litigai 
he 
issue. 
When the Courts have d term ;,ed 
to whom the right of possession belongs, 
a cording to the basis of the original hold­ 
ing, the Trustee will deed to whomsoever 
'the Court decrees entitled to the foe in the 
land, under the gift of the company. 
In 
this way all matters of possible issue can 
be adjusted at home and among the people 
themselves. 
This whole proceeding is un­ 
derstood to Ik1 in accord with the expressed 
desires of Governor Stanford, made when 
the matter first tim e np for consideration 
hy the company, and is an act of broad 
equity that the beneficiaries fully appre. 
elate and receive in the same spirit in 
which it is extended. 


OVER THE BORDER. 


The statement is made, on apparently 
•good authority, that several tugboats are 
regularly engaged in smuggling Chinese 
into the United Slates from British Co­ 
lumbia. 
They steam over to the British 
shore at night, receive their cargi es and 
land them on our soil long before daylight, 
the passengers immediately scatter, and 
are soon beyond the possibility of identifi­ 


cation as violators of the Restriction Act. 
The Federal authorities now on the bor­ 
der seem to be unable to follow and stop 
the boats, or to place any check upon their 
operations. In this state of affairs it is al­ 
most useless to attempt to enforce the law 
at San Francisco. 
Mr. Morrow has pre­ 
pared a hill which he proposes to intro­ 
duce in the House of Representatives in 
December. 
It is intended to limit the 
number of Chinese passengers that may he 
brought on any one ship, and to place the 
number so low that the immigrants may l>e 
watched easily, and their right to land 
readily inquired into. It will also reduce 
the profitableness of carrying these passen­ 
gers. Ilis hill also amends the present Re­ 
striction Act so as to cure the defects the 
attempts to enforce it has developed. But 
nothing in his bill, or any other now sug­ 
gested, will take the place of vigilance and 
a large force of officers detailed to prevent 
the smuggling referred to. That is a phase 
of the difficulty that must be provided for 
by the Treasury Department, and 
for 
which provision it has now ample au­ 
thority. 


BUSK AH. 


England and Burmali are to go to war. 
It will be a brief contest, and can have 
but one ending—the English will prevail 
of course. 
Superior skill and arms will 
overcome resistance on the part of King 
Theebaw. The demand of England Is one 
that the ruler of Burmali can onlv inter­ 
pret as a mandate for him to concede 
British supremacy in his realm. 
It was a 
demand, too, that Theebaw should not 
form any close alliance with the Re­ 
public of France. 
It is not reasonable 
that England feared any invasion of Brit­ 
ish India from Burmah. 
She uses that 
charge as an excuse for making the de­ 
mand she has put to the King—to-wit, 
that the representative of England shall 
be recognized as the equal of the semi­ 
civilized ruler. 
The protest is no more 
made that England does not desire to an­ 
nex Burmah. That is her aim, and the 
Government makes hut thin concealment 
of it. 
For whatever wrong Theebaw lias 
done England hy any possible secret ar­ 
rangement with France for special privi­ 
leges, and any lack of acknowledgment of 
the position ot the Queen’s representative, 
England can enforce reparation without 
engaging in a conquest of the country. 
That she contemplates the latter appears 
certain, and that she will accomplish it is 
within the early probabilities. There is 
scarcely any likelihood that France will 
interfere in the matter. 
.She is not so situ­ 
ated now that she can safely do it with due 
regard to maintenance of tranquillity at 
home. 


T h e recent Catholic encyclical, say the 
dispatches, is exciting much 
atti ntiou 
among the Catholics at the East, in regard 
to so much of it as enjoins disciples of that 
faith to devote their attention to rtiblic 
affairs, and take part as Catholics—3i dis­ 
tinguished from tkt-ir characters as, citi­ 
zens, we assume—in all municipal affairs 
and- -flections, so as to make themselves 
felt as a political factor, one to be feared 
and respected. 
The subject may well 
command 
attention. 
If 
the 
Catjbolic 
Church as such proposes to enter tlife po­ 
litical field and be felt as a power hi ving 
its direction from a foreign head, it . will 
develop a party bitterly antagonismo to 
it. 
It will array against it forces iti our 
system that will put to the front an ¡issue 
so important and absorbing as to iver- 
shadow all others. 
Whenever that o l any 
other church enters the arena and proposes 
to this people that the insignia of a felig- 
ion shall lie the means to a political or 
governmental end, then will be precipi­ 
tated a conflict between the powers of the 
church and the friends of free government 
untouched by churchly influences, that will 
shake the nation to its center. 
We have 
no fears of the result in case such an issue 
is joined. The church that assumes such 
an attitude will go to the wall, and the 
system of free government, dissevered from 
churchly motors, will he maintained in its 
purity. 
I ntil the text matter referred to 
is received, it is not possible to pronounce 
judgment upon it with positiveness; and it 
is possible that the dispatches are inaccu­ 
rate as to what the letter contains. 
We 
are unwilling to believe that such a letter 
has been issued as the dispatches indicate— 
no letter that will hear the interpretation 
justified by the meager telegraphic item 
referred to. 


G e o r g e V e n a b le S m ith , a lawyer at 
Seattle, has been indicted for conspiracy, 
in connection with the recent effort of the 
people of that place to rid themselves of 
the Chinese that have swarmed into their 
town since the completion of the northern 
railroad lines, and the opening of the 
Chinese 
immigrant-smuggling 
system 
from British Columbia into United States 
territory. Smith’s ofienseis understood to 
have consisted in making speeches at one 
or more of the meetings of citizens of 
Seattle, called to consider the question of 
warning the Chinese to leave the place. 
His case will bring to the front very 
prominently the whole question of the 
limitations of free speech. 
If the Federal 
authorities nre so determined to enforce 
the laws, may not their action in Smith’s 
case suggest the inquiry why they have 
been so inactive all these years in the 
cases of the snnd-lotters of San Francisco? 
It cannot !>e possible that Smith was at 
any time so incendiary or inflammatory in 
any speeches lie made, as Dr. O’Donnell is 
each week in San Francisco. 
How is it 
that fish is made of one and fowl ol an­ 
other ? 


W e do not believe the story that Van­ 
derbilt has bribed the Aldermanic Board of 
New York in the matter yf his street rail­ 
way franchises. The Aldermen—or a suffi­ 
cient number of them—are not above the 
suspicion, but Vanderbilt is altogether too 
sharp a man, one too well versed in the 
ways of New York .officials, to take any 
step that would possibly fix upon him any 
stigma of crime. 
If.there has been anv 
underhanded work in letting out the road­ 
ways of the avenues to the railway com­ 
panies, it may he taken for granted that 
Vanderbilt is the last man in the countrv 
to be caught in a net of bribery. 
His cau­ 
tion is proverbial, and it has not been 
charged until now, with all that has been 
said of him, that he has ever engaged in 
such methods as those now suggested by 
the World, to accomplish his ends.

T he C ase o f K iel. 
M o n tr e a l, November 12th.—It is known 
that a special messenger is on his way to 
Regina, with an official document from the 
Governor-General, ordering Sheriff C'hap- 
leau to proceed with the execution of Riel. 
Meanwhile, according to a communication 
received by Bishop Graudin, Riel passes the 
greater portion of his time in prayer and 
meditation. He has written farewell epis­ 
tles to his wife and children and to his 
sister, who resides in this city, within the 
last few days. Extra precautions have 
been taken to prevent any surprise. The 
guards have been doubled, a mounted pa­ 
trol is always on duty, and none but priests, 
the commanding officer, mounted police 
and surgeon are permitted within the cell. 
The cell he occupies is six feet four by four, 
the only articles of furniture being a small 
iron bed and a tow chair. He is an early 
riser, and is invariably up and dressed be­ 
fore reveille at 6 o'clock. He scarcely com­ 
pletes bis toilet when he sinks down upon 
his knees beside his bed, and remains trans­ 
fixed like a statue in prayer for hours at a 
time. 


Q u e b e c , November 12th.—The briefness 
of the respite accorded to Riel has been ac­ 
cepted here as meaning that his doom is 
sealed. The two principal French papers 
of this city—L' Enment and L' Elccteur, which 
voice the feelings and opinions of the 
Franch-Canadiuu population—are agreed 
that Riel will be hanged on Monday next. 
O ttaw a (Ontario), November 12th.—Cour- 
ssl, Member of Parliament for Montreal, is 
here, and has had interviews with all the 
Ministers in town, to urge a commutation 
of Riel's sentence. The Ministers were 
very reticent. Mr. Course! says he is under 
tiie impression that there is very little hope 
for the condemned man. A number of 
other Quebec Conservative members have 
visited Ottawa during the past few days, to 
urge a commutation of the death sentence. 
Q uebec, November 12th.—It is learned 
from a reliable quarter this evening that 
the Privy Council have forwarded an offi­ 
cial letter to Sheriff' Chapleau, ordering the 
execution of Riel Monday morning at 8 
o’clock.

F a t h e r P o i n t , November 12th.-—A fam­ 
ily named Blanchett, consisting ol a woman 
and five children, belonging in St. Luce, 
arrived here lately from Montreal, where 
the head of the family had died of small­ 
pox. Shortly after their arrival the mother 
gave birth to another child. The small-pox 
broke out among them, and they all died 
to-day. The whole family of seven are ex­ 
tinct. Fortunately no one else caught the 
infection. 
P ro cla m a tio n o f tiie K in g o f Bnrmah, 
R angoon, November 12th.—King Thee­ 
baw has issued a proclamation, declaring 
that he will not accept the absurd proposi­ 
tions of the Indian Government, and there­ 
fore declaring war.

The owner of the building in course of 
erection adjacent to the burned Crocker 
building on Bush street has sent a contri­ 
bution of $50 to Chief Scannell for the ben­ 
efit of the families of Hannan and Healey, 
who lost their lives at the lire. 
The Rev. John Gray, recently elected 
rector of the Church of the Advent, will as­ 
sume the duties of the parish on Sunday 
morning next, at which time liolyr com­ 
munion will be celebrated. The Bishop of 
the diocese and other clergymen will be 
present. 
A new Catholic church, to cost $16,000, 
and which will be called All Hallows’ 
Church, will be shortly erected at the cor­ 
ner of N street ami Sixteenth avenue. South 
San Francisco. The building will be in the 
Gothic style, and will he dedicated about 
May next. 
The California Kennel Club held a regu­ 
lar monthly meeting Wednesday evening, 
Stuart M. Taylor presiding, it was an­ 
nounced that the railroad companies had 
agreed to carry members of the club at re­ 
duced rates while going to and returning 
from hunting expeditions. 
Chief Viticultural Officer Wet more has 
lately returned from an inspection of the 
wine-producing sections of the State. He 
reports that there will not be wine enough 
made to last through the season, and pre-' 
diets, in consequence, very high prices at 
the beginning of next year. 
A suit has been bronght in the Superior 
Court by W. T. Wheeler against the Chi­ 
nese Consolidated Benevolent Society, to 
recover $100 on a promise of reward.

murdered in Oakland some time since. The 
authorities apprehended and convicted Je 
Tung Chung, who had his trial in Alameda 
county in March of this year.

A gentleman in this1 
city who is interested in the movement said 
yesterday to a Journal reporter that the 
rates for the shipment of live cattie to the 
East from New Mexico and Arizona were 
so high that between one-third and one- 
half the profits were absorbed in the cost 
of transportation. This evil would be cor­ 
rected by the establishment of refrigerator 
works and the shipment of dressed beef. 


S p id e r s i n F o r e s t r y .—Spiders have been 
found by Dr. C. Keller, of Zurich, to he 
voracious destroyers of piant-proying in­ 
sects, and he contends that they play a 
more effective part in the preservation of 
forests than all the insect-eating birds to­ 
gether. The value of the service rendered 
by spiders has been shown by observations 
j on coniferous trees, a few' broad-leaved 
trees, and apple trees. 


SACRAMENTO FRUIT-GROWERS. 


T he B reak M ade by T hem a t th e State 
C onvention—C orrection o f R eport. 
Through the loss, in transmission, of a 
portion of the R ecord -U n ion ’s report of 
Wednesday’s proceedings of the Fruit­ 
Growers 
Convention, some facts were 
thereby made to read incorrectly concem- 
ing the interesting scene which occurred in 
the afternoon. The missing portion and 
the necessary connections are therefore 
given, as follows: 
After the roll-call of those who had sub­ 
scribed stock was concluded, Senator Rou- 
tier said there were owners of 2,000 acres 
of bearing fruit in Sacramento county who 
would like to he members of this corpora­ 
tion provided they did not thereby lose all 
power over the disposal of their fruit when 
shipped. He therefore, to test the ques­ 
tion, moved that it he the sense of the 
meeting that when a member ships a car­ 
load in the train of the Fruit-Growers’ 
Union, that he be permitted to consign his 
fruit to such person, at such place,“as he 
sees proper, thereby availing himself of 
the reduced rates the Union may acquire 
for its members, hut permitting them also 
to sell their iruit to whomsoever they 
choose. 
This was the cause of considerable dis­ 
cussion, hut no expression of the Conven­ 
tion was obtained. 
Mr. Leib said he was 
interested in this subject, but lie had con­ 
cluded to go into the corporation and tight 
it out when the by-laws were adopted ; or, 
if he was beaten, to accept that the Union 
was wiser than he. 
Mr. Estee added that nothing adopted at 
this meeting could have any binding effect 
upon the corporation, and he therefore 
asked that the fruit-growers irom Sacra­ 
mento county join the Union and help 
to adopt by-laws that included their de­ 
sires. 
R. J. Trumbull wanted to know if the 
fruit-growers of Sacramento desired to 
have the benefits of the Association with­ 
out paying for it. 
Mr. Routier (emphatically)—Sacramento 
don’t want anything without paying for it, 
nor would she accept it in that way. 
«Ye 
are ready to subscribe, if in doing so we 
are not to lose all control of our iruit. 
Without any expression having been 
made by vote the subject was tinallv 
dropped. 
A BREAK FOR THE UNION. 
Drury Melone said he could see some 
prominent fruit-growers in the room whom 
it pained him to see not join this move­ 
ment. He appealed to them in a very ef­ 
fective way to come forward and subscribe, 
and thus make the Union what they were 
contending for. [Loud applause.] 
After a moment’s silence, David Lubin 
arose and said : I think something should 
be done now to relieve the fruit-growers, 
in the direction of finding market for all 
the good fruit grown in the State, and as 
nothing can be done without uniting to­ 
gether, I am in favor of joining and having 
all my friends join this Union [loud and 
prolonged applause], and making it a vast 
and grand concern lor good to the State of 
California. 
Let us bury all differences of 
opinion and all prejudices and work for a 
single aim. You may put n y name down 
for 125 shares. [Loud applause, and “Good, 
Good.”] 
Senator Routier next arose and said: 
You have failed to answer me a civil ques­ 
tion, but I am going to subscribe anyway. 
Rut me down for fifty shares. 
This caused the utmost uproar, and im­ 
mediately a break was made, and many 
who had been standing out now rose to 
their feet and started forward to subscribe. 
The question being raised whether the 
law concerning the organization of stock­ 
holding associations would not continue 
the officers until 1887, it was the unanimous 
expression that those elected are to be so 
chosen until next January, when they shall 
resign, if the law would otherwise continue 
their terms. 
This seemed to remove most of the re­ 
maining obstacles, and the number of 
those going forward to subscribe for stock 
was greatly increased, and accompanied by 
a general stamping of feet and clapping of 
bands, amounting to a perfect bedlam. 


THE CLIMAX CAPPED. 
As the long-continued applause began to 
die away, A. T. Hatch, of Solano, who still 
retained liis seat at one side of the hall, 
was loudly called for by scores o f voices. 
After waiting a momemt, he'walkod for­ 
ward to the platform and said : “ 1 was 
the originator of the movement for this 
Convention, and have regretted the differ­ 
ence of views during the progress of the 
formation of the association; but it looks 
now as if an acceptable plan may be form­ 
ulated bv the 
corporation 
now being 
organized, and if so, I want to act with the 
rest of the fruit-growers of the State. 
Therefore, reserving the privilege to get 
out of the Union if I find I cannot remain 
in it without jeopardizing my interests. I 
will say that if I was the first to start the 
association and am the last to come in, you 
may put me down for 500 shares. " 
This capped the climax, and was fol­ 
lowed by long and exciting applause. 


FURTHER SUBSCRIPTIONS. 
Several minutes were then occupied in 
subscribing for stock, and the utmost good 
feeling prevailed as it became generally 
believed and understood that members of 
the Union would be allowed to consign 
carload shipments to whoever they pleased 
at the East, dealing direct with consignees, 
and the ear being forwarded in the Union’s 
special train.

P r e h is t o r ic G ia n t .—We find the follow­ 
ing in the Florence (A.T.) Enterprise: 
The School Board of District No. 7, north 
of the river, is having adobes made for 
their new schoolhouse, and Wednesday, 
while the‘workmen were digging into the 
bank of the gulch just west of A. W. 
Sharpe's house, for the dirt with which to 
make the adobes, they struck a large stone 
vault. At first they were greatly excited, 
imagining that they had struck a vault of 
hidden treasure, but it proved to be a tomb, 
and contained the skeleton of a giant. The 
skeleton shows that the man must have 
been at least eight feet tall. The thigh 
bones are about two feet long, and as large 
again, almost, as those of an ordinary man.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


R eport o f th e Secretary of th e State B oard 
o f lio a lth for O ctober. 
Gerrard G. Tyrrell, M. D., Permanent 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, has 
issued his circular of the deaths occurring 
during the month of October in the cities 
and towns of California, which represent a 
population of 504,&50. Total number of 
deaths, $13. The causes are as follow s: 
Consumption, 122 : acute pneumonia, 35; 
acute bronchitis, 14 ; congestion of lungs, 
7 ; diarrhea and dysentery, 18; cholera in­ 
fantum, 29; other diseases of the stomach 
and bowels, 13 ; diphtheria, 33 ; croup. 12 ; 
scarlet fever, 2 ; measles, 4 ; 
whooping 
cough, 1 ; malarial fevers, 11; typhoid fe­ 
ver, 36 : remittant and intermittant fevers, 
2 ; cerebro and spinal fever, 6; cancer. 34 ; 
erysipelas, 2 ; heart disease, 37 ; alcoholism, 
8; other causes, 386. 
Reports from eighty-eight localities re­ 
ceived give no indication of an increase of 
mortality for the past month, or any evi­ 
dence that epidemic disease nrevails any­ 
where in the State. Arbuckle, College City, 
Downieville, H ill’s Ferry, Haywards, lone, 
Lodi, 
Lincoln, 
Loyalton, 
Mariposa, 
Trnckee, Santa Maria, Willits, 
Bartlett 
Springs, Auburn, San Mateo and Yuba 
City, report no death? in those towns or vi­ 
cinities. 
Of the diseases affecting the respiratory 
organs, consumption had, as usual, the 
largest mortality. Pneumonia caused only 
thirty-five deaths, nineteen of which oc­ 
curred in San Francico, six in Oakland, 
two in Los Angeles, two in San Jose, one 
in Amador, one in Grass Valley, one in 
Lakeport, one in Benicia, one in Sierra val­ 
ley and one in St. Helena ; the majority of 
deaths occurring on the borders of the coast, 
where the temperature is lower and the 
humidity greater than in the interior val­ 
leys. Acute bronchitis likewise shows a 
a decreased mortality, the deaths being but 
fourteen—ten in San Francisco, two in 
Gakland, one in Modesto and one in River­ 
side. There were no deaths from this dis­ 
ease in any of the interior towns in the 
State. 
Diphtheria 
caused 
thirty-three 
deaths, twenty-one of which occurred in 
San Francisco, three in Stockton, one in 
Santa Cruz, one in San Jose, one in River­ 
side, one in Oakland, one in Los Angeles, 
one in Jolon, one 
in 
Igo, 
one in 
Chico 
and 
one 
in 
Berkeley, which 
shows 
how 
cxtenseivly 
scattered the 
disease is. Scarlet fever bad a mortal­ 
ity of two—one in Chico and one in San 
Bernardino. 
Diarrhea 
and 
dysentery 
caused eighteen deaths, nine of which oc­ 
curred in San Francisco and nine in vari­ 
ous parts of the State, which is a very fa­ 
vorable showing at this season of the year, 
when these diseases generally prevail ex­ 
tensively. Cholera infantum shows an in­ 
creased mortality, the deaths numbering 
twenty-nine—ten occurring in San Fran­ 
cisco. five in Oakland, three in Santa Ana 
and the balance in various parts of the 
State, the greater mortality occurring in 
those cities nearest the coast. Cerebro­ 
spinal fever is reported as having caused 
six deaths—one in Sacramento, one in 
Plymouth, one in Martinez and three in 
San Francisco. Of the constitutional dis­ 
eases, cancer caused thirty-four deaths. 
Reports received from eighty-eight local­ 
ities exhibit a remarkable continuance of 
salubrity in every part of the State. 
Diar­ 
rhea and dysentery¡are the prevailing affec­ 
tions, but are not epidemic in any locality. 
Scarlet fever, in a mild form, is noticed in 
Riverside, Lincoln, Cbfoo, Pomona, Napa, 
Weaverville and Redding. Measles prevail 
in Downieville, Angel’s Camp, Martinez 
and Lakeport. Diphtheria still prevails in 
San Francisco, and cases have occurred 
during the month in Amador City, Chico, 
College City, Jolon, Riverside, Los Angeles, 
Sacramento, San Jose, Livermore valley, 
Berkeley, Oakland, Stockton, Santa Cruz, 
anil Igo. Shasta county. 
Erysipelas, in a 
sporadic form, is mentioned as occurring in 
Sacramento, Nicolaus, Calico, Chico, Tmc- 
kee. Bakersfield, Vallejo, Lakeport andCas- 
troville. The disease is apparently not very 
malignant, as the mortality is quite small. 
Whooping cough is in Santa Ana and Mari­ 
posa. Typhoid fever is reported in Susan- 
ville, Calico, Fort Bidwell and vicinity, 
Pomona, 
Martinez, 
Chico, 
Mariposa, 
Maxwell, 
Sacramento, 
Nicolaus, Truc- 
kee, Santa Ana, Willits and Downieville. 
Dr. G._ M. Kober, U. S. A., stationed at 
Fort Bidwell, writing in regard to the ty­ 
phoid fever in Surprise and Goose Lake 
valleys, is of the opinion that its prevalence 
has a relation to tiie lowness of the water 
in the lakes, ot which there are quite a 
number in both valleys, and to the soil 
pollution from the insanitary habits of the 
pioneer farmers. He attributes the immu­ 
nity from zymotic disease of the garrison 
at the fort to the fact that it is supplied 
with water, not from the lakes, hut frqm a 
mountain stream, conveyed in pipes to the 
fort, to the absence of wells, and the elfi- 
cient care exercised in preventing soil pol­ 
lution. Typho-malarial fever prevails in 
Williams, Chico, Arbuckle, lone, Igo, Col­ 
lege City, Modesto, Plymouth, Atuador 
City, Dixon. Vallejo and Chico. The dis­ 
tinction between this disease and typhoid 
fever is so very attenuated that, practically, 
there is none. Diseases of the respiratory 
organs are not mentioned among the re­ 
ports as prevailing to any extent—influ­ 
enza, with some bronchial catarrh, being 
the most prevalent. 
Small-pox is still 
absent from the State, but is reported in 
Mexico, and may be imported at any time.

officer present in command ot such troops, 
who will at once proceed to carry out the 
order, and shall direct the firing and at­ 
tack to cease only when such miib or un­ 
lawful assembly shall have been dispersed, 
or when ordered to do so by the proper 
civil authorities. No officer who has been 
called out to sustain the civil authorities 
shall, under any pretense, or in compliance 
with any order, Jire blank cartridges upon 
any mob or unlawful assemblage, under 
penalty of being cashiered by sentence of 
a court martial; provided, that nothing in 
this section shall be construed as prohibit­ 
ing any such troops from firing or changing 
upon such mob or assembly without the 
orders of such civil officers, in case they 
shall first be attacked or tired upon, or forci­ 
bly resisted in the discharge of their duty. 
When the Commander-in-Chief, or General 
acting in his stead, shall call troops into 
active service for the*purpose mentioned in 
this section, and shall not place them un­ 
der the temporary direction of any civil 
officer, the commanding officer shall use 
his own discretion with respect to the pro­ 
priety of attacking or firing upon any mob 
or unlawful assembly. ’

Independent of November 7th furnishes the 
subjoined: 
The mining discoveries near Hawthorne 
are certain to bring about some change in 
the Indian reservation at Wnlker Lake. 
Large tracts of mountain containing min­ 
erals, and wood and water, are included iu 
the reservation. These are utterly useless 
to the Indians, or at any rate not the least 
use is made of these resources by the In­ 
dians. Along Walker river, and included 
in the reservation, is rich, fertile land, 
enough to support several times the num­ 
ber of Indians located there. Very little 
of this fine land is improved. The Indians 
wander up and down the railroad, lie 
around the towns and stations, beg or steal, 
but will not work. 
It is no kindness to 
these people to prevent the development of 
great mineral resources on ground utterly 
worthless to them. A change should be 
made in the Walker Lake reservation.

Hans* jib.— Louis 
Hansche, who was convicted some time 
since in the Police Court of vagrancy and 
playing the lover act to a woman on L 
street, and who is now serving a seutence 
of eighty days in the County Jail, seems 
to have, by some means unknown to the 
public, suddenly acquired a num ber of 
friends, who an- interesting themselves in 
his behalf and trying to secure his re­ 
lease. 
It lias been rum ored about the 
streets for several days that Judge Henry 
had been im portuning the Governor to 
pardon Hansche, but all who heard the 
rum or regarded it as a “ huge joke,” 
thinking that the Judge was one of that 
kind 
who 
believed in letting *• good 
enough alone.” The statement that City 
Attorney Anderson also implored the Gov­ 
ernor for Hansche’s pardon turns out to be 
true. Governor Stoneman says those city 
officials did come to him and did use 
their persuasive powers in behalf of the 
prisoner. H e said to Judge Henry that, 
from what he had read of the case, he 
thought the tine imposed a light one, and 
added that he would not consider the m at­ 
ter at all unless he was petitioned to do so 
over the signatures of City. Attorney W. A. 
Anderson, who prosecuted; Judge W. A. 
H enry, who sentenced; Judge T. B. Mc­ 
Farland, who reviewed the case, and J. W. 
Wilson, who has the prisoner in charge. 
In that case lie made no promise, hut 
said he would take the matter under ad- 
.visement. The Governor says that the 
City Attorney asked him to change the 
sentence from imprisonment to a money 
tine. The Governor replied ; “ Mr. A n­ 
derson, 1 thought you were a better lawyer 
than to m ake such a request. You know 
I am vested with no such power.” 
As the 
reporter was leaving the Governor’s office, 
the latter remarked : “ Some of these law­ 
yers will make an autocrat of me yet.” 
The question asked at every street corner, 
talked of in every business circle, and 
commented upon at every tireside, i s : 
' W hy is Hansche not in the chain-gang?” 
W ho will rise to explain ? 


A Casr Dismissed.—I n the case of the 
i’eopie against Brown and Egan, charged 
with assault with a deadly weapon, some 
months ago, on John M. Ilotz, Judge Van 
Fleet yesterday made the following order: 
“ This cause having been heretofore tried 
in this Court, and the jury having failed, 
the evidence submitted to them, in 
Tiitding a verdict; and the prosecuting wit­ 
ness, the party charged to have been in­ 
jured. having appeared in open Court, by 
his counsel, and representing that it was 
not his desire to further prosecute said 
case, and having, by and with the consent 
and concurrence of the District Attorney, 
moved to dismiss the sam e; and the Court 
being fully satisfied, front the evidence 
adduced at said trial, that there is no rea­

UNDER THE GALLOWS. 


F rig h tfu l C ondem nation o f a M other hjr 
H e r Son—W h at Does it M ean ? 
Not long ago a weeping m other called to 
bid good-by to her onlv son who was soon 
to be executed. 
“ W oman,” he exclaimed in a momen­ 
tary frenzy, ’ " YVoman, I would never have 
been here had you done your duty bv me 
when I was young!” 
This was a terrible parting! 
It horrified 
the spectators, it nearly crazed the consci­ 
ence-stricken mother. 
One can scarcely overestimate the moth­ 
er's influence in the molding of the char­ 
acter of her offspring. But how often, oh, 
how often, do mothers seem to ignore this 
responsibility! 
During a recent trip on the rail the wri­ 
ter made the acquaintance of Dr. A. J. Ben­ 
edict. of Sackett's Harbor. N. V., a person 
who has made a study of hum an develop­ 
ment. Referring to the murderous tend­ 
ency of the times, we asked that eminent 
man if the outlook was not discouraging? 
" It looks so,” lie said, " but I fancy we 
have a cause and the remedy for such evils. 
In m y professional career I have found by 
hard study that we have emerged from sav­ 
agery by development of the nervous sys­ 
tem and the intellectual life, and we return 
to savagery as we ignore the faet that with­ 
out the solid, trustworthy nervous system, 
we cannot hope to save the race.

The warrant was payable to 
the Central Joint W harf Company,’or hear­ 
er, and rejiresented an interest in theCom- 
mercial-street long wharf, which, in the 
early days of the city, formed a means by 
which passengers disembarked from the 
semi-monthly steamers. The wharf was 
purchased by the city and the company 
which owned it was paid out of a fund to 
be derived from the sale of water-front 
lots. The warrant was signed by C. K. Gar­ 
rison, Mayor, and countersigned by Harris, 
City Controller. As there is no such fund 
as the water-lot fund now in the City 
Treasury. Deputy Treasurer Stout refused 
to honor the ancient relic, and the owner 
went off to consult Clerk Russell of the 
Board of Supervisors. The only relief the 
latter could suggest was a special Act of 
the Legislature appropriating the money 
out of the State Treasury. 
Where the 
warrant has been all these years its owner 
did not explain. If it has been bearing in­ 
terest during tlie thirty one years that have 
elapsed since 1854, it now represents a 
claim of $16,400.
